If 
the Governmeet was now taking active 
measures to incraaso the wator supply 
there was no need for tha Board moving 
in the matter; but he throught the moem- 
bers would agree with him that the 
Board ought to have been informed that the 
Government were taking steps with a view 
to inerense the water supply or apy other 
matters haying » connection with the 
sanitation of the Colony. The Bosrd was 
in a position to give the Government useful 
information and many’ valuable suggestions.
